Santiago de Cuba, March. 1. — Sir 


"William Van Home, former president 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, and 
the promoter ot a. project for the con- 
solidation of all the railroads ia Cuba, 
accompanied by Mr. Dodge, left here 
for New York via. Havana, after hav- 
ing Inspected the work done by the 
Cuba Railway company. Sir William 
expressed himself as greatly pleased 
with the results obtained during the 
last six months, and said that an im- 
mense amount of railroad construc- 
tion had been accomplished. He ex- 
pects to run trains from Havana to 
Santiago within a year. 


HONOR MEDALS

Al 
though the scene of the disaster i 
nearly two mites from this town, in 
formation is difficult to obtain on ac 
eount of the precipitous character o 
the roads and the vast amount o 
snow. Nearly all the buildings of tc 
Liberty Bell mine were carried dow. 
by the slide, all the books which show 
the number and nam<es of the men 
employed being lost, so that the death 
list can hardly be known for man; 
hours, possibly not until the rescuer, 
have removed the immense quantitj 
of snow, rocks and logs froia the can 
yon whore the victims lie buried. 


It seems that two slides occurre 


practically ia the same place, the sec 
ond burying those who were trying 
rescue the victims of the first. T 
first siide occurred at 7:30 a. m.. w-hik 
the men of the day shift were prepur

St. Petersburg, March 1.—According 


to an. official account of the disturb- 
ances Feb. 22 at Moscow university, 
400 students, armed with bludgeons, 
iroa bars and revolvers, wrecked the 
interior of the university buildings, 
barricaded themselves within it aad 
aung out red flags from the windows. 
The police and troops forced an en- 
trance into the interior and arrested 
the ringleaders of the rioters A de- 
cree of the minister of public instruc- 
tion has been gazetted ordering the 
eipulsioru from, the university and 
high schools of all students arrested 
in connection with rioting. There were 
763 persons arrested at Moscow Feb. 
22 as a result ot the students' disturb- 
ances.

to keep cellars dry. The Fourth ward 
Softool will also be closed. Building 
operations along Penu avenue will be 
seriously interfered with. The expo- 
mtioa buildings sure inundated. . In. AV. 
1-egb.eny the Pit.U'burg and Western 
tracks ore all under water, traffic be- 
ing BU'pendeii. People living along the 
river sre moving into second stories 
or going out in boats. The ball park 
is flooded and much damage is feared. 


The river coal combine attempted 


to siake a shipment of coal south, 
sta-rttng the Boa;: down with eight 
boats of coal, fcur barges iron rails, 
etc.

impossible tie repetition of another 
such disastrous fire as the one which 
destroyed the steel works. 


So thoroughly was the plan, referred

tion that the citizens ore still no doubt 
familiar with its provisions aad do not 
need at this time a full and complete 
description of the idea as wrought out 
by the engineer. It is sufficient to 
say that, It provides for the building 
of a. storage reservoir, north of the 
present location,. that wil! have five 
tiroes the capacity and hold sufficient 
water to supply the city for a year. 
The water for the filling of this reser- 
vair can be secured during the spring 
whea the freshets have cleared out 
and swollen the channel of Hog creek, 
and it can always be depended upon 
both as to quantity and quality. The 
present reservoir holes about enough 
water to supply the city for fifty days 
and if the proposition to build another 
storage reservoir adjoining it were 
adopted, it would only double the ca- 
pacity and in its turn prove insuffi- 
cient for the growing demand. The 
water used at present comes from the 
water shed of loss 
creek, 
except 


what Is pumped in. from the ruinous 
wells, and this water shed is ten times 
less the area of hog creek. It would 
cost $100,000 to build an adjoining 
reservoir, with the 
small capacity, 


while for one-naif as much more the 
big reservoir could be constructed 
with, a capacity of five times as great. 
Mr. Linneman stated that much de- 
pended on the action of the committee 
and the voters of Lima as to the re- 
building of the steel plant and he 
urged prompt action in getting Ae re- 
port to the city council.
